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FACTS ABOUT OUR ARMY IN EUROPE 


Dr. Joseph H. Odell, whose honest and accurate 
reports on American training camps received gov­ 
ernment indorsement, has now returned from ob 
serving hundreds of thousands of American troops 
in France. In many cases he moved along with the 
boys, eating the same food and sharing the same 
living conditions. 
Dr. Odell has received hundreds of queries from 
relatives and friends of those men. 
Some of these 
questions he answers in the Outlook. 
It is cheering to have Dr. 4)dell tell us that the 
censor gladly lets anything pass which does not give 
away vital military secrets. In other words, we can 
hear the truth about our boys. 
It is fine to have him say that their food is “pal­ 
atable and nutritious— abundance of white bread, 
well-cooked fresh meat, bacon, potatoes, beans, jams, 
pancakes, and sometimes simple sweetened pud­ 
dings.” 
Of course the boys have mouth-watering 
recollections of favorite dishes that they used to 
get back home. But even the lad who confessed to 
“an insane desire for a whole dock of eggs made into 
a real American omelette” is receiving plenty of 
wholesome and nourishing food. 
To the statement that the Americans are home­ 
sick and would give everything but their honor to 
be back home again, he adds their own words: 
“WVll stay until the last dirty Hun is dead or cries 
‘Kamerad’.” Furthermore, they will not be unhappy 
in their homesickness if we keep the home letters go­ 
ing across. 
They have a gleeful way of accepting 
whatever pleasure or amusement they can find, and 
a healthy-minded enjoyment of the movies, theatricals, 
musicafentertainments, boxing and wrestling matches 
and other recreational opportunities furnished by 
the Y. M. C. A. 
Also Dr. Odell has seen them in 
French villages and towns “laughing and trying to 
talk with adults and playing blithely with the chil­ 
dren,” with whom they have an “endearing way of 
forming an immediate comradeship.” 
Thev are in splendid health, the disease rate 
being negligible. 
Although gathered in great num­ 
bers, these youthful Americans show an amazing lack 
of rowdyism. They have achieved a marvelous rec­ 
ord of sexual purity. 
They fight bravely and thor­ 
oughly; the sick and wounded are well cared for. 
In every detail there is much to make Americans 
hold their heads high with pride and joy, and much 
to make them strain every nerve to maintain our 
soldiers’ standards of courage, cheer, health and 
thorough fineness. 


SUGAR SUBSTITUTE 


The two foodstuffs on which Americans are 
obliged to economize most are wheat and sugar. We 
have saved large quantities of wheat by substituting 
corn. 
Everybody knows of that substitution, and 
most of us practise it to a considerable extent. Few 
persons, however, seem aware of a corresponding 
substitute for sugar—corn sirup, which is as natural 
and legitimate a product of Indian corn as corn meal 
or corn flour. 
Not only is corn sirup good for sweetening most 
things that need sweetening, but it has a food value 
higher than its degree of sweetness would seem to 
indicate. Explaining how and why it is “a splendid, 
heat-producing and energy-giving food,” Dr. J. F. 
Evans of the University of Wisconsin says: 
“Corn sirup contains glucose, dextrose, sugar 
and dextrine. 
Dextrine is the result of the partial 
digestion of starch, and is one step in the change of 
food into glucose. 
The body cannot use starch as 
a food until the digestion operates on it and changes 
it into glucose. 
One-half of cane or beet sugar 
and part of meat must be changed by the digestion 
into glucose before it gives energy and heat to the 
body. If it were not for this change into glucose we 
would die for lack of power for work. The fullest 
experiments have shown no difference in food value 
between nature’s glucose and the commercial glucose 
called corn sirup.” 
In other words, com sirup is not only a good 
sweetener, but it serves the same nutrient purpose as 
cane or beet sugar, and is more easily digested. 
“It is a fine substitute for sugar in canning,” 
concludes Dr. Evans. 
It is a fine substitute for al­ 
most any purpose, if one doesn’t dislike its flavor— 
and that is generally merely a question of getting 
used to it. Locally corn sirup has been used exten­ 
sively. 
Some of the merchants have sold out all 
they had on hand. 
The fact that housewives here 
quickly adopted this substitute shows that they are 
thoroughly alive to their opportunities for patriotic 
service.

“Ah-me-ahn” is a s nearly correct as is possible in English. 
On th e o th e r hand, the “s” is sounded in “A rras.” It 
is pronounced “ah r-rah s”—both “as"* are long. 
"O ise” 
is pronounced “w ahz,” sounding the “a ” as in “fath er.” 
B ut it is n o t only in place nam es th a t th e average 
A m erican m ak es blunders. 
W ar w ords generally are 
much abused. 
H o w many people know how to pronounce 
G eneral F o ch ’s n am e? 
If they don't call it “Folk” they 
say “Fosh.” It o u g h t to be “Faw sh.” 
M ispronunciation of th e word “ally” is, perhaps, the 
m ost com m on of m istakes. 
The m ajority lays stress on 
the first syllable, an d the m ajority is wrong. 
T he accent 
is alw ays on th e last syllable, w hether you speak of 
“A-lie” or “A -lies.” 
And d o n 't s a y “com m uneek” w hen you mearf com­ 
m unique. 
T he w ord has four syllables—“kah-moo-nee- 
kay.” 
“Poilu”— w h ich , by th e way, m eans nothing m ore or 
less th an b ew h isk ered , hairy,— is a word th at has crept 
into the E n g lish language fo r “keeps.” It is pronounced 
paw-lu.” 
A n o th e r common w ar nicknam e is “ Boche,” 
which E nglish a n d A m ericans alw ays call “Bosh.” 
T here 
is nothing so irrita tin g i s to have one’s nam e m ispro­ 
nounced, so a n y o n e has free perm ission to go on calling 
the G erm an “ B o sh .” 
But, strictly speaking, it ought to 
be “Bowsh,” from the F rench word “caboche,” w hich, in 
a dictionary of 
slang, would he defined as m eaning 
‘thickhead.”

ifornia 
Fair 
to 
President 
Wilson. 
These birds will carry the message on 
the first leg of its journey from River­ 
side to W ashington, D. C. 
There will 
be much 
interest 
attacked 
to 
the 
crates of birds carried, out in front of 
the crowd every afternoon of the fair. 
These crates will be exactly like those 
found in many a front 
line 
dugout. 
The birds will be the same as those 
that become the 
peta of men 
who 
watch their work with close interest. 
Normally, information in war time 
,is transm itted by 
wire. 
Sometimes, 
the wires prove insufficient or break 
down altogether. 
Every 
front 
line 
most be prepared for such an em er­ 
gency. 
Tho birds to be set 
free at 
the fair grpunds will circle above the 
crowd in the same m anner as the birds 
that circle above the trenches. 
Uuder present war conditions the 
pigeons are largely employed for two 
purposes to bring back inform ation 
jro m the front line trenches, and dur­

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—The . gas­

as because or forthcoming shortages 
early next year, writes 
Allen 
Lin- 
sheimer in Motor Age. 
There is 
a 
serious 
discrepancy 
between 
gaso­ 
line production and 
consumption, at 
present, but this is not critical, as the 
motoring season is practically at an 
end and the stocks of gasoline from 
this time on will Increase. 
However, 
it is impossible to forecast the future, 
and it is probable that heavy drafts 
on the stocks of gasoline for war pur­ 
poses both at home and abroad, dur­ 
ing the winter and the spring, will 
prevent the usual large stocks that 
accumulate through the winter 
and 
thus create a vital gasoline shortage 
for 1919. 
For this reason voluntary 
conservation must be practiced con­ 
stantly, and every step must be taken 
not only to conserve gasoline but to 
increase the future supply and 
the 
supply of crude oil. 
These are the 
salients of a report submittfd by Van 
H. Manning, director of the Bureau 
of Minos, Department of Interior, to 
the Senate, as a result of a resolution 
presented by Senator Lodge. 
Figures were presented in the re­ 
port showing that the monthly con­ 
sumption, including exports of gaso­ 
line for August, amounted to 9,500,- 
000 bbl. as compared with a monthly 
production of 8,000,000 bbl., creating 
a shortage of 1,500,000 bbl. per month, 
comparing the demand with the pro­ 
duction.

Birds Can’t Be Sold 


Reports gathered 
by the Fish

Game Commission from its field patrol­ 
men, and numerous others covering 
the South quite comprehensively, in­ 
dicate no let-up in the big early flight 
of chucks. As usual, sprigs predomi­ 
nate. 
The birds have 
not put 
on 
their uniforms yet. but still wear the 
"fatigue olive drab" of Summer’s pro­ 
tective coloring for the breeding-sea- 
son. Nature makes the wild things as 
^Inconspicuous then as possible. 
General relief over 
the 
improved 
war situation appears to be finding 
expression inm notable speeding-up of 
interest in the approaching duck-sea- 
son, winch to many a busy business­ 
man represents all the shooting he is 
able to enjoy. Clubs within an hour’s 
run of town give a good shot his 
chance for a limit early enough to be 
back to the 
desk by 
ten o’clock. 
Many men will turn that little trick 
October 16th right about Los Angeles 
and other towns contiguous to the ar­ 
tesian belt, which means also the 
duck country in this land of artificial­ 
ly-covered preserves. 
I^ist 
year’s 
demonstrations 
that 
there was duck-shooting no end in 
Southern 
California 
awaiting 
the 
sportsman of moderate means within 
150 mites of the city, is bearing fruit 
this season in innumerable camping- 
parties already forming to invade. Bear 
Valley, Owen's t Valley, the 
Buena 
Vista country, and even the hot belt 
down Imperial way. There the ducks 
have been swarming for weeks past, 
fattening upon the rich feed, and lay­ 
ing up a wonderful harvest for the gun­ 
ners.

Bear Valley resorts already are pre­ 
paring to entertain the greatest crowd 
in their history, with every present 
condition of limits of both trout and 
ducks the first day for the versatile 
expert. 
Rampe of Rampe’s Camp on Buena 
Vista left this week to get ready for 
the “First” and 
word 
comes 
from 
Fred Raymer at Calipatria that 
his 
camp will give everybody the limit 
who can hit even a few of ’em. 
The Owens’ Valley lakes are swarm­ 
ing with ducks which resort to these 
great salt expanses to rest. The reser­ 
voirs and mountain lakes are full of 
ducks. 
Deputy Fish & 
Game 
Com­ 
m ission^ Ed. Ober reported a heavy 
breeding of mallards and other ducks 
on the marshy shores of the highland 
ponds. 
The lakes along the Tajon Highway 
have been covered with ducks for a 
month, 
and 
steadily 
increasing. 
While not many canvasbacks are due 
so early, a few are in evidence, and 
will probably 
make 
an appreciable 
part of even the opening day bags. 
These lakes are held by the ranch-own- 
the general 
public. 
Every indication of better shooting 
at Buena Vista than last year is pre­ 
sent, a well-known 
hunter coming 
from there this week with word that 
the Lake is low, its 
shore line out 
about to Pelican Island, and the dried 
overflow planted to Milo maize and 
Kaffir corn, making a veritable duck 
paradise. The sprigs are so rolling fat 
they can hardly waddle, and dislnclin- 
way; 
but 
they will get over that soon, indeed 
they will. If half go who plan to, the 
birds will run ragged the first day. 
Last year there was too much of 
Buena Vista Lake. 
The birds could 
bed out in the middle and did; and 
there they sat unless a gale 
moved 
them in to the mud-flats so the hunt­ 
ers could get at them. This year they 
will be forced to concentrate more. 
Many sportsmen are quietly rejoic­ 
ing that Uncle Sam a tja s t has reliev­ 
ed them of the constant competition of 
the markqt-hunters, 
whose perfect 
euipment, skill as callers and straight 
shooting, together with their e’ er be­ 
ing at it, conspired 
to make ducks 
hard for the amateur to get. 
Many 
sportsmen learned his lesson from 
these “profesh” however. 
Selling ducks will 
be 
impossible 
now as stiff penalties are imposed by 
the Federal law, and strict enforce­ 
ment is planned. 
The Government 
finally has enacted 
what California 
conservationists fought for 
in 
vain 
for twenty- years—to remove all financ­ 
ial inducement for extermination of 
any wild species. The State succeed­ 
ed in protecting everything else, but 
profits of illicit traffic in ducks pre­ 
vented the non-sale law from being en­ 
forced by enabling a bogus referendum 
to the violators to be put over, holding 
up the measure. 
All up the Coast, many ducks ate re- 
’ported. 
A big flight has OBdie down 
the coast line this Fall. 
It now* ap­ 
pears that all places accustomed to 
good duck-shooting can expect limit 
sport the 16th bf October, which falls 
an a Wednesday this year. 
There is 
‘enough feed in the South to retain the 
present birds unless 
heavy 
storms 
should develop in the next two weeks 
to send'them on. 
High coat of ammunition 
appears 
not to have exercised the slightest de­ 
terrent effect upon sporting Interest. 
Meat is higher than powder and shot 
and ducks are heavy. They will add 
materially to the public dietary the 
o ast th r o mouths.
